1949 the average at death was about. 
2 years. 
In 1900 the average age increased to 
“5 years. thus bringing more people 
into the third decade of life, which is 
the most. fruitful decade in 
insanity. The number of insane 
properly to be expected in 1900, deduced 
from this basis of deaths and age dis- 
tribution in 1840 is 27.4 per cent. great- 
er tan in 180.

The ‘government permitted settle- 
ment under the desert-land act, but 
the State claims that it is not desert 
land, but “swamp or overflow land.“

Probably for the 
urpose, among Others, of conserving his natura] 


oe THAT TIE THE WORLD TO- 
GETH 


Our intelligent fellow-townsman who commands 


so much respect, not only in the French colotiv, | 


but among Americans, too, Hector Alliot, one of the 
directors of the Southwest Museum, has favored 
the orgay of the French colony here with a very 
interesting letter upon an event about to take place 
at Paris which might seem to be of little interest 


to the rest of the world, but which really points to 
the close relations that bind the nations together 


and draw them nearer year by year. 


The immediate fact ig simply the setting back of 


the clock at the observatory in Paris 9 minutes and 
21 seconds. It would be an interesting thing if 
that were all, as it would be the first time this had 


been done since 1667. But the history of the affair 


is not the important part of it. . 


In 1884, twenty-six years ago, there gathered in | 


the city of Washington, at the invitation of our 
government, representatives of a quarter of a hun- 
dred European powers. 

When the French diligence and the, American 
stage coach on land and sailing ships on sea min- 
istered to the freight and passenger traffic of the 
world an hour wag of little consequence between 
Washington and St. Louis or between Paris and 
Lyons, for the arrival of the stage coach or the 
diligence and à sailing ship crossing the Atlantic 
even a week overdue caused no comment, 

With the ocean steamers that cross the Atlantic 


now in cohsiderably leas than a week, one of them 


an hour overdue equses uneasiness. The railroad 
trains crossing the American continent change their 
passengers at Chicago and run them into the depots 
at Los Angeles almost to the minute on schedule 
time. With the telegraph with or without wires an 
extra minute or two in transmitting a message is 
so important that the telegraph companies go to 
their wits’ ends to preyent such an occurrence. 


These conditions called together the congress at 
— | Washington to discuss a plan of time-keeping for 


the civilized world. Europe was divided into four 
zones, St. Petersburg the center of one, embracing 
Russia, Roumania, Bulgaria, Turkey and Greece. 
The second zone embgaced Italy, Switzerland, Ser- 
via, Austria-Hungary, Germany and the Scandina- 
vian peninsulas, The third took in England 
France, Belgium, Holland, the little government of 
Luxembourg and the Iberian Peninsula. The United 
States was the first country to accept this division, 


and beginning with the meridian of Washington di- 
vided this country inte five zones. 


This arrangement gave a basis for comparative 
time-keeping. When it was midday at London it 
was 2 o'clock at St, Petersburg and 1 at Rome and 
Berlin; and had France accepted it would have 


been midday at Paris at the same time as at 


London. ‘ 
Nearly all the countries of Europe accepted the 


new arrangement, as well as America, but Austria 
clung to the city time of Vienna, France to the city 
time of Paris, and Portugal to the city time of Lis- 
bon. In the eastern gone Greece has never come 
into the arrangement. aig 

The point is that France accepts the new arrange- 


ment and will therefore set back the observatory 


clock 9 minutes and 21 seconds, making the time 
at Paris the same as at London. We understand 


this arrangement in this country, where eastern 


time comes west to Chicago, central time to Dodge 
City in Kansas, mountain time to Seligman in Ari- 
zona, and western time to San Francisco. The 
jealousy and hostility existing between the French 
and the English undoubtedly kept that country 


from accepting the arrangement attempted for the 
world twenty-six years ago, and the alliance between 
the two countries now lies at the bottom of the 
acceptance of the plan.

‘years past to do away with the dynasty and to erect 
a republican form of government. St. John's Day 
comes on the 23d of June and is a great festival in 


many European countries.

usually known as St. John the Divine, but the cer- 


emonies have conserved a great deal of the ancient 
“paganism of Italy and of the Teutons, too. There 
are bonfires lighted all over the mountain tops, 
and in many places hundreds of families have their 
bonfires lighted along about the time the twilight 
creeps over the sky and they are kept burning 
until nearly midnight, with dancing and singing 


and various kinds of rejoicing. ° 


St. John’s Day this year was observed in Por- 
tugal and particularly in Lisbon with an unusual 
degree of enthusiasm. It must have disturbed the 
government ruling under the boy King, Manuel, to 
have seen openly handed out from little shops all 
over Lisbon and in other Portuguese cities two 
curious portraits. They were affixed to cigar boxes 
and fans and on bits of pasteboard, Fathers and 
mothers bought them by hundreds and handed them 
out to their children. They were objects of ad- 
| miration, indeed almost of veneration. 5 

Who were they? They resented Manoel dos 
Reis de Silva Buica and Alfredo Luis da Costa. 
These were the two regicides who a couple of years 
ago in the open streets assassinated King Carlos 
and the heir to the throne. It was this double 
assassination which handed the crown down to 


Manuel. 


No one dared move a hand toward stopping the 
distribution of the portraits of these regicides, nor 
even did the government dare in a whisper to dis- 


approve of the incident, 


The people all through Portugal are organized 

in clubs, and each little local organization is joined 
with a central one at some large city in the district, 
and with the national organization. They repre- 
sent the republicans and number thousands of the 
Portuguese. They are under the leadership of men 
who command the respect of the people. They have 
secretly distributed arms, and 4 Paris newspaper

| ing imminent and advises the world that it will be

, over family troubles, and 
Wi-health, killed his two, younger 
daughters, Erna and Louise, ages 12 
and 7 years, respectively, by pel- 
soning them, this morning, and then 
shot himself through the heart. The 
crime occurred at the Marks residence 


on Mill street, east of town. Charlotte, 


the i7-year-old daughter, was in the 
house at the time the poison was ad- 
ministered, but knew nothing of the 
affair until she discovered the twe lit- 
tle girls in convuisions. 

At the inquest this afternoon, she 
testified that her father had been ab- 
sent from home since Saturday. He 
turned this morning. and appeared 
to de in his usual spirits. After he 
had been in the house some little time 
witness found the younger of the 
two girls unconscious in a spare room. 
he carried the child to the dining- 
room, her father trying to assist her. 
Louise was placed on the dining-reom 
table, and in desperation the witness 
rushed to the residence of Mrs. Matt 
Ament for help. Just before she left 
her home, Erna, who had been act- 
ing in a hysterical manner, suddenly 
Clasped her hands together and with 
a ory fell te the floor. 

Before the girl reached the Ament 
home she heard a shot. The other 
officers were summoned, and fopnd 
father and two girls dead. A short 
distance from the man lay the revol- 
ver and close by a bullet, which is pre-

An investigation brought to light 
three empty glasses in a vacant room 
in the house, an ty vial, which had 
contained strychnine, and a box con- 
taining mysterious capsules. 

The empty bottles are stained with 
strychnine and contain an odor as 
though beer had heen used in them. 
It is presumed the father poured beer 
for his two children, filling a glass for 
himself alse, and into these three 
glasses he plaved the poison. When his 
elder daughter left the house he de- 
cided to end his own sufferings, and 
So used the revolver. 

The daughter testified that the father 
had once been possessed of means, and 
his financial reverses preyed upon his 
mind. In addition he worried over m- 
health, and frequently threatened to 
commit suicide and take his two 
younger children h him. He feared
